WASHINGTON, July 29.—()— 
The Hoover administration was ac- 
cused tonight by Senator Harrison, of 
Mississippi, of “waiting two long 
years after the economic collapse” to 
present a legislative plan for meet- 
ing it. 

Opening the democratic campaign, 
Harrison in reply to Secretary Mills, 
asserted that the economic program 
“finally enacted was woven and lined 
with democratic thought.” ~ 

The Mississippi senator, who is 
ranking member of the finance com- 
mittee, went to the Roosevelt firing 
lihe with a full-fledged attack upon 
the whole Hoover administration, de- 
claring the president and his cabinet 
“should be condemned and crucified 


upon a cross of failure.” 
“This panic started in October, 


1929.” he said, “and the first sug- 
estion by the president of any legts- 
ation relating to economic cure or 
restraint was in June, 1951. After 
more than a year and a half he asked 
the democrats to co-operate with him 
in granting an extension of the time 
for inter-allied payments oa the fer- 
eign debt. ; 

G. 0. P. Taking Credit. 

“At that time the president stated 
it was non-partisan. He publicly de- 
clared his appreciation to the demo- 
crats for their co-operation, but now 
bis cabinet spokesmen declare it is 
one of the reasons why he should be 
re-elected this year. . 

“The first intimation o- President 
Hoover had a program for our eco- 
nomie recovery was in October, 1931. 
It was to mark the second anniversary 
of the country’s economic collapse. It 
required two long years for the ad- 
ministration to present even that 
plan, and now he is glorified for it 
only by his own cabinet who are 
equally responsible for the inaction, 
procrastination and uncertainty of this 
administration to meet courageously 
and promptly these pressing problems. 
“The president knows, as does his 
cabinet, that each of these proposals 
was woven and lined with democratic 
thought.” 

Replying to the plea of Secretary 
Mills for retention of “veterans” in 
command of the government, Harri- 
son asserted “we need another chart 
and another crew to steer the ship 
into smoother and calmer seas.” 

“In Chicago the democratic conven- 
tion supplied the chart in one of the 
most terse, direct, clear and liberal 
platforms ever adopted by any conyen- 
tion, and chose two tried and true, 
safe and sane, experienced and for-

WASHINGTON, July 29.—(4)— 
Plans for a concerted push toward na- 
tional economie rehabilitation—reach- 
ing from coast to coast and into every 
industry—were outlined in. a nine- 
point program today by President 
Hoover. 

Speaking quietly, the chief execu- 
tive counted off to newspapermen 
called to his office one point after 
another of a project upon which he 
and administration leaders are at 
work. 

Quickly he enumerated plans to re- 
place slum districts, stimulate pro- 
grams for railway replacement and 
répair, broaden live stock and feed- 
er loans, expand credit facilities, and 
speed up the movement of agricultur- 
al commodities. 

When these variegated efforts are 
further advanced, the president said, 
the “business and industrial” cuom- 
mittees composed of prominent men 
in each of the 12 federal reserve dis- 
tricts will be called into conference 
“with a view to establishing united 
and concerted action on a broad front 
throughout the eountry.” 

The committees concerned were 
formed after a group of businessmen 
in New York banded together for co-

Letter to Dobbs Denies 
Violation of Medical 
Bthics; Society Head 
Hopes for Adjustment.

Members of the visiting staff of 
Albert Steiner cancer ward have no 
intention of complying with the re- 
quest of the Fulton County Medical 
Society for their resignations from 
the staff unless the ward is placed 
on a strictly charitable basis, Samuel 
C. Dobbs, chairman of the Grady 
hospital board of trustees, was inform- 
ed Friday in a letter from the visiting 
staff. 

Although he declined to comment 
on the attitude of the visiting staff, 
Dr. Dan Y. Sage, president of the 
medical society. said that he still has 
hopes.. of satisfactorily adjusting dif- 
ferences. between the society and the 
eancer clinic visiting staff. — 

The decision of the visiting staff 
was expressed in a letter to Mr. 
Dobbs from Dr. J. R. Barfield, preai- 
dent of the staff. and Dr. R. Hug 
Wood. acting secretary. The letter 
expressed the feeling of the members 
of the visiting staff that “they have 


violated to principle of the medical 
ethics and that they have no inten- 
tion of resigning from the staff of 
Steiner clinic, eithér. now ‘or Jan- 
uary 1, 1933.” . 

‘The visiting staff's letter puinted 
out that “restriction of pay patients 
from ‘this hospital would work a m4- 
terial, hardship net only on_ the 
wealthier people in the city of Atlanta 
but on the people of moderate means 
all. over the state of Georgia. for. 
by reason. of paying the city the ex- 
pense of treatment they are classified 
as pay patients, but are, in actuality, 
as deserving of free medical atten- 
tion as any pauper in the city. We 
further feel that restriction of pay 
patients would work a real hardship 
on all members of the medical pro- 
fession as they would be barred from 
bringing or sending their patients to 
the Steiner clinic, and that there is 
no other hospital available with com- 
parable facilities for treatment of 
cancer.” 

The visiting staff expressed its wish 
to reassure the board of trustees of 
its sympathetic co-operation and: ear- 
nest support of. rules instituted re- 
céntly.at Steiner clinic. Action of the 
medical society was’ said «to - have 
been taken as result of adoption of 
the new rules regarding pay patients. 

Chairman Dobbs and other members 
of the board of trustees were said to 
be out of the city over the week-end 
and could not be reached for state- 
ments. Dr. Barfield and other mem- 
bers of the visiting staff declined to 
comment.

Confident that order at last had 
been restored after riotous clashes and 
hand-to-hand battles between police 
and veterans, the cavalry was re 
turned to Fort Myer, Va., and 
infantry taken in trucks to the Wash- 
ington quartermaster depot, a» tem- 
porary war structure several blocks 
from the White House, where it was 
quartered for the night. 

Hoover Says Trouble Over. 

Just as the tear-gas and  torch- 
bearing troopers and doughboys were 
firing their last vetéran — 
scattering the few as onus- 
seekers ‘in all diréctions, President 
Hoover announced to the nation that 
the riotous’ challengé to government

of Nations as proposed by the recent 
Lausanne conference. 

Receipt of the invitation openéd the 
way for a world economic parley such 
as proposed by Senator Borah, repub- 
lican, Idaho, but he would prefer a 
meeting initiated upon responsibility 
of a government, preferably the Unit- 
ed States, and with disarmament as 
well as war debts and reparations on

e persistent silence of the admin- 
istration over the proposals for in- 
ternational economic discussions has 
promoted speculation at the capital 
that something is in prospect along 
this line. 

While it is believed the administra- 
tion wants the first’ move to come 
from the European’debtors, accompa- 
nied by a show of disarmament, it 
does not appear that the League of 
Nations session is the move that is 
favored. 

The possibility of tariff discussions 
in the League of Nations meeting is 
not favored at all by republican lead- 
ers, who consider this,subject purely 
domestic. 

Under the resolution adopted at 
Lausanne the proposed world confer- 
ence, to devise means of raising com- 
modity prices, stabilizing currency and 
bettering economig conditions gener- 
ally would be composed of financial 
and economic experts representing the 
leading world powers.

Nationalist Feelings. 

(2) The revelation of strong na- 
tionalist feeling by India, south Af- 
rica and the Irish Free State, none of 
which will permit the conference to 
forget that they consider themselves 
not integral parts of the British em- 
pire but independent nations affiliated 


. with it. 


(3) The continuing progress of ne- 
gotiations looking toward bi-lateral 
trade agreements as contrasted with 
official silence on the status of the 
empire unity project. 

Malcolm MacDonald, son of the 
British premier, who is here as a 
spokesman to the British press, said 
today that the United Kingdom has 
made no definite decision on any do- 
minion request for preference. 

The work of the conference appar- 
ently has been toward private trade 
treaties between various delegations, 
since the delegates were informed 
that Great Britain can offer little as- 
sistance to agricultural commodities 
of which the empire produces a sur- 


us. 
4 These bi-lateral negotiations have 
been of such character that they 
would be amenable to subsequent em- 
pire unity, but they are not consid- 
ered to fit in with any workable 
scheme of inter-imperial trade. 

No Tariffs Seen. 


The agreements thus far do not sug- 
gest protective tariffs. against goods 
coming from other countries of the 
commonwealth, and in that respect 
they are considered to co-incide with 
the principle with the freest possible 
exchange of goods between the va- 
rious parts of the empire. 

But they are not interpreted as 
equalizing the irremovable natural dis- 
advantages which one empire nation 
might experience in the markets of 
another. 

Canada has already trade agree- 
ments with Australia and New Zea- 
land and is expected to complete ne- 
gotiations with South Africa within 
two weeks. 

*American observers heard today 
that the dominion also was negotiat- 
ing an agreement with the United 
Kingdom concerning cattle to be fat- 
tened for the British market. This 
was regarded as a result of the tariff 
war between Great Britain and the 
Irish Free State by reason of which 
the British supply of fresh beef from 
southern Ireland may be threatened. 

It was suggested that the United 
Kingdom might relax the present 
stringent inspection of Canadian cat- 
tle but that if the Irish difficulty 
should pass, Canadian cattlemen would 
have no more advantage than Free 
State producers in the British market. 

India, with 300,000,000, of the to- 
tal 450,000,000 population of the Brit- 
ish commonwealth of nations, is still 
regarded as a powerful factor in the 
success or failure of imperial trade 
unity. Normally she has an annual 
trade of about $2,435,000,000 and 
Great Britain has been getting only 
about 20 ner cent of it. 

Wheat Problem Unsolved. 

Because of India’s peculiar political 
status, no direct pressure has been 
put upon her delegation to bring her 
into the empire trade combination. 

Sir Atul Chatterjee, leader of the 
Indian delegation, has expressed his 
willingness to co-operate with the em- 
pire nations but he pointed out that 
India has to remember that 70 per 
cent of her trade is with countries 
outside the empire. 

As the situation stood today there 
had been no progress toward solving 
the wheat problem and that of other 
surplus crops, and the United NKins- 
dom had found no definite answer to 
ene of her big difficulties, discovery 
of a wider outlet for her steel and 
textiles.

Better Days in Land o 
Presaged by Price . 
xi Negro Blames ‘Reds’ 


South Approximately 
$121,500,000 -Richer, on 
Paper, Than She Was a 
Month Ago.

Cotton is up about $4.50 a bale and 
the south, on paper, is approximately 
$121.500,000 richer than a month ago. 
That much actual money has not 
been shoved into anyone's pockets. It 
represents increased value of cotton 
already on hand and expected to be 
produced this fall. ‘There is a supply 


of approximately 13,000,000 bales 
from last year’s carryover and the in- 
dicated crop for this year is figured at 
12,000,000 bales. 

A month ago cotton hit the lowest 


price in its history when it sold for 
4.91 cents a pound. Then it began 
to climb slowly and around the first 
of July was slightly over 6 cents. It 
closed today at 5.95, indicating that 
the rise is not a flash but fairly 
steady. 

The rise, so far, has not greatly 
benefited the growers, of whom there 
are about 2,000,000. Most of their 
1931 crop has passed out of their 
hands to consumers. exporters and 
shippers. It is estimated that per- 
haps 3,000,000 bales are being held by 
growers. Nor can farmers make 
money until their cotton goes well over 


6 cents. 
On Future Basis. 

Cotton is bought and sold on the 
same future basis as grain aud so the 
rise in prices affects the estimated 
12,000,000 bales now growing in North 
and South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Tennessee, Mississippi, Lou-. 
isiana, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas. This is the south’s cotton helt 
and produces most of the American 
cotton, although some is grown in 
New Mexico, Arizona and California. 

Whether this rise will continue and 
bring cotton back to a price that will 
mean profit for the farmer is depend- 
ent largely on the weather. Cotton 
grows better in a hot climate, and 
needs occasional rain. With few ex- 
ceptions the south is experiencing 
good cotton growing weather, although 
some sections report a need for rain. 

In its present stage, a continued 
drouth would cause deterioration of 
the plant, say the experts. Should 
heavy rains set in, the boll weevil, 
which had a mild winter to enable it 
to hibernate and be ready for action 
this year, would get in his work. That 
would help reduce the surplus, the cot- 
ton men figure, and bring a rise in 
prices. 

On the other hand, if ideal weather 
continues, the production of this year’s 
crop would exceed predictions and 
perhaps put the price down. That is 
why it is rather hard to tell about 


cotton. 
Big Drop Seen. 


It is estimated that there will be a 
production decrease this year of about 
5,000,000 bales from last year’s fig- 
ure, which was almost 17,000,000 
bales. 

When cotton 
In 1898 it went to 5.06. It was high- 
est in 1920-21 when it got to 4% 


weevil cut production down to a lit- 
tle more than 7,000,000 bales. The 
high price, aftermath of the war, 
tumbled in a few months from 40 to 
10 cents. Use of rayon, silk, wool, 
mohair and jute in place of cotton 
served to send cotton lower. 

A majority of southern farmers had 
depended on cotton to buy their food, 
equipment and everything else. When 
cotton touched 7, 6 and 5 cents they 


began to learn about cotton. 

They have learned, a number of 
them, to raise their own foodstuffs, 
and everything that they can on the 
farm, raising cotton to obtain what 
cash they can—for fertilizer and 
equipment, 

More Benefit. 

Now, if cotton rises, they will get 
more benefit out of a small rise than 
they would have in previous years, 
since a self-supporting program will 
cut down overhead. 

The rise will give the farmers more 
money to spend and naturally affect 
many allied industries. Cotton is the 
big commodity in the south. 

When it hit its new low, many 
realized that it couldn’t go much low- 
er. Speculators and investors began 
buying, motivated by the weather 
outlook, the decreased production and 
the fact that American exports are 
approximately 1,000,000 more 
than at this time last year.

The scattering, tattered veterans 
who fled yesterday before regular 
army troops in Washington caught the 
word to “move to Johnstown.” 

They came in ups tonight: none 
of their leaders “would venture how 


in the hills. 
“There will be hundreds here to- 
morrow,” they agreed. 

Commander Walter W. Waters sent 
word he will get into Johnstown 
“within the next day or so.” 

The disorder in Washington barely 
had faded when McCloskey and Car- 
ter engaged in a long-distance conver- 
sation. McCloskey invited the lead- 
ers to Johnstown. They accepted. — 

Tentative plans, they said, are to 
set up offices in the ¢ity, revamp the 
expedition, send as many of the men 
back home as possible and then reor- 
ganize a new march on Washington. 

McCloskey said arrangements will 
be made for some of the veterans to 
camp in the hills surrounding the city. 
“We can’t take care of the whole 
army,” he smiled, “but we'll take care 
of those who need help. We want 
as many of the veterans to ga home 
as can find ways and means.” 

Meanwhile, this city of mills took 
little notice of the incoming veterans 
or the activities of its mayor in their 
behalf. Its less than 70,000 residents 
are more interested in reports of a 
slight upturn in the steel industry. 

Many of its major mills have suf- 
fered considerably through the eco- 
nomic lull and relief work has been 
carried on under difficulties. 

McCloskey recently told Governor 
Pinchot “hundreds are starving here.” 

Faced with the*possibility of hay- 
ing to feed hundreds of hungry. vet- 
erans reported en route to Johnstown, 
aides of Mavor McCloskey and Johns- 
town members of the bonus forces so- 
licited food supplies from stores and 
markets. 
appealed to residents to 
aid, explaining every effort is being 
made to advise the stragglers to go 
direct to their homes. 

Commenting on the day's develop- 
ments, Carter explained: 

“We have decided not to move of- 
ficial headquarters from Washington 
for’ the time being. Waters will be 
heré within a few days and we can 
talk the thing over. : 

“For the present, he probably will 
continue his headquarters in Wash- 
ington, while we act as a field staff 
and at the same time we intend to 
press organization of the 
Shirts.’

United State, 33 Other Nations 
To Co-operate in Polar Studies

WASHINGTON, July 29.—(4)— 
The government today announced 


plans for an arctic expedition to study 
radio, weather and magnetism in co- 
operation with 53 other nations in one 
of the greatest scientific projects ever 
lanuched—the second international 
polar year. 

On August 1, scientists of four gov- 
ernment departments and the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington will begin 
an intensive study of meteorology and 
electricity of earth and air at the 
northernmost college in the world, the 
Alaska Agricultural College and School 
of Mines, near Fairbanks, which will 
serve as the American polar year sta- 
tion. 

Similar studies will be made by 33 
other nations at more than 120 sta- 
tions during the polar year, which will 
last from August 1, 1932, to August 
31, 1933. s : 

Seientists at the American station 
will include men from the commerce 
department's bureau of standards, na- 


val research laboratory and army 
signal corps, all engaged in radio re- 
search; the coast and geodetic survey 
of the commerce department, studying 
magnetism of the earth, and the 
weather bureau of the department of 


agriculture. 

The state aoe 
the international phases of this coun- 
try’s participation, and the depart- 
ment of interior has aided in shipping 
supplies. Scientists of the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington will  co- 
operate in study of the earth’s mag- 
netism. 

Besides the government station, for 
whieh congress appropriated $30,000, 
colleges, institutions and utility .com- 
panies. also will take part in the pro- 
gram, bringing America’s total ex- 
penditure to at least $100,000,. Scien- 
tists estimate the 34 nations taking 
part will spend more than $2,400,000 
altogether.

$10,500,000 Insurance 
Paid Atlantans in ’31 


Insurance in the total amount of 
$10,500,000 was paid to Atlanta pol- 
icy Holders and beneficiaries during 
1931 by life insuranere companies, ac- 
cording to the report issued annually 
by the National Underwriter, weekly 
insurance newspaper. A total of $42,- 
500,000 was paid in Georgia. by the 
companies to rank the state sixteenth 
in the nation. 

Among the payments made to bene- 
ficiaries of deceased persons were sev- 
eral of more than $200.000, but names 
were withheld. Total payments in 
the state brought the figures to $1463 
per capita. ° 

During the year one Atlanta man 
who died carried a life insurance pol- 
iev of $653.000, while two others had 
$265,000. Names of the latger policy 
holders were withheld. Figures show 
that insurance payments in the Unit- 
ed States increased approximately 10 
per cent in 1931 over 1930.
